If these are 
legitimate and reasonable, tey need not 
fear the light of publicity. From the 
point of view of the mah-in-the-street who 
is merely an gnlooker, and whose sole 
interest in the controversy is that he has 
to pay, a better understanding between 


‘| industrial workers and their employers is 


essential. One is forced to doubt whether 
the speeches at yesterday's Conference 
were all inspired by such a spirit, but Sir 
Allan Smith’s statement, that employers 
are prepared to go further than is 
imagined, shows that some attempt is 
being made at co-operation. The attitude 
of the Government is extremely encourag- 
ing. Fresh from the polls, it can be said 
to be representative of public opinion, and 
its conciliatory spirit can only be praised. 
It realises that legislation, as such, cannot 
settle our industrial troubles, and that in- 
fluence rather than decision must be the 
moving force in its actions. “That it has 
decided to make a reduction in out-of-work 
donations during the next period of thirteen 
weeks is a logical result of the abuses to 
which these grants have been put. One 
has only to visit any country town in Ire- 
land to see the folly of continuing large 
out-of-work donations indefinitely, and 
every sensible man will welcome the 
Government's decision. So long as a 
state of war exists and until transport 
is greatly facilitated, no very decisive fall 
in the cost of living can be expected. Only 
increased industrial production can eventu- 
ally lower the price of food, and without 
a hearty co-operation between Capital and 
Labour, helped by a benevolent aitti- 
tude on the part of the Government, this 
will not be possible. We have just come 
out of the greatest war in history, We 
have come out as victors, and to enjoy the 
fruits of our victory we must all join in 
the work of building up our national in- 
dustry. Government, Capital, and Labour 
are equally impotent as separate forces. 
Nothing but their confident co-operation 
will save the country from industrial 
ruin.

Horne, Minister of Labour, who presided 
at yesterday’s meeting, and it consisted of

British industry. The Government en- 
couraged both Capital and Labour to 
play with exposed hands, and it is to be 
hoped that both parties will act with the 
utmost sincerity. Otherwise the Confer- 
ence is doomed to complete failure. Sir 
Robert Horne announced that steps were 
being taken by the Government to improve 
the conditions of industrial workers, so far 
as circumstances permitted. Food, he 
stated, would become cheaper almost at 
once, and the reduction in its price would 
be continued as time advanced. Out-of- 
work donations, on the other hand, were 
also to be reduced. There was considerable 
discussion, in which Capital and Labour 
joined, and Mr. Lloyd George then made a 
statement. He defended the reduction of 
unemployment, donations on the grounds 
that the Treasury did not possess un- 
limited’ resources. Unemployment was 
bound to continue until the Peace Treaty 
made the blockadegno longer necessary, 
and a nationalisation of industry would 
cripple private enterprise. He predicted 
that the cost of living would be reduced 
appreciably within a short time, and urged 
the Conference to adopt a proposal made 
by Mr. Arthur Henderson. This proposal 
suggested the appointment of a committee 
to consist of thirty employers and thirty 
workers for the consideration of all the 
great questions relating to industrial un- 
rest. It was adopted by a large majority, 
and the committee was instructed to issue 
a report not later than April 5th. 

Capital and Labour have come face to 
face. The Government has taken the best 
possible steps under the circumstances, and 
it now depends upon the mutual good-will 
and co-operation of workers and employers 
whether industry in the British Isles is 
to flourish or to fall into decay. Both 
sides have their grievances; both sides 
have their. faults. The men demand 
shorter hours, larger wages, and the 
| nationalisation of our principal industries. 
They wish to become partners of Capital, 
to be no longer its servants. During the war 
the worker has fought side by side with his 
former masters in the field. He has been 
exposed to the same dangers; he has 
played his part in the defence of the 
country. That he should now expect 
better conditions of life and a larger share 
in the good things of the world is only to 
be expected ; but he must not go too far. 
He must realise the dangers of premature 
decision; he must remember that the 
country is still in a state of war; above 
all, he must recognise that the other man

| has his separate point of view. A jerry-built 


Utopia would be of short duration, and a 
sound economic foundation is the first 
essential to a better social structure. This 
foundation will not be laid by threats of 
strikes, nor will it be strengthened by a 
refusal to recognise fundamental economic 
truths.

the men are unreasonable. This is, doubt- 
less, true; but it is plain that there are 
many points in which tactful concessions 
by the masters would help greatly to clear 
the air.

We are in complete sym- 
pathy, therefore, with their demand for 
better salaries and shorter hours, It is 
for no selfish reason, but in the hest 
interests of a noble profession, of the 
hospitals, and of the general public, that 
we deplore the project of a nurses’ trade 
union. In a recent article on the increas- 
ing helplessness of the middle classes we 
pointed ont that, though the trade union 
suggests itself as a natural weapon of 
defence, it is incompatible with the spirit 
in which the best professional work is 
done, Clergymen and doctors, we said, 
strive towards a goal which is not wholly 
materia]. They are supported by ideals of 
public service which find no room or en- 


unionism. The nursing profession ought to 
be—and, as we rejoice to think, commonly 
is—inspired by similar ideals. It has never 
lost the high tradition with which Florence 
Nightingale endowed it. The suggestion 
is made now that this great profession 
shall be organised “ on sound trade union 
lines.” We suppose that, if the demands 
of a nurses’ union for better salaries and 
shorter hours were refused, they would be 
expected to ‘‘down tools’’ and desert their 
patients. It is possible that, if some other 
branch of the women’s general union 
should resort to a strike, the nurses might 
be “called out’’ in gympathy with it. 
The mere mention of such possibilities 


which the profession has won for itself. 
A “strike” of nurses would be hardly 
less painful and disconcerting than a strike 
of wives in favour of, say, a forty-four 
hours’ week of domestic activity. There 
is the further consideration that, if all 
the nurses in the Dublin hospitals were 
to strike for higher pay to-morrow, the 
hospitals, in present circumstances, could 
not afford to give it to them. They are 
not money-making institutions, and most 
of them at this moment are deeply in debt. 
Nevertheless, the facts remain that the 
nurses are under-paid and over-worked, 
that they have been too long in that state, 
and that something must be done for them 
without further delay. What, then, - is 
the alternative to the disquieting project 
of a nurses’ trade union? If the pro- 
fession is to be unthroned and (in the 
strictest sense) de-graded, the public will 
be the chief sufferer, and most of all, the 
sick poor. The remedy is in the public’s 
own hands... Many of the Dublin hospitals 
are how trying to give their nurses better 
salaries and shorter hours, but their efforts 
are restricted by their want of cash. If 
the public values the services of this 
skilled, tender-handed, and self-sacrificing 
body of women, it must pay for them. We 
cannot be surprised if badly paid and over- 
worked nurses are tempted to dally with 
the promises of trade unionism. If the 
profession’s independence and traditions 
are to be maintained, the country must 
enable the hospitals to give better treat- 
ment to their staffs. We hope that the 
Dublin hospitals will unite to call a public 
meeting for the discussion of the whole 
matter; and that the leading citizens of 
Dublin will attend it, and will give 
generous support to any good scheme for 
making the nurses’ lot worthier of their 
splendid work. In the meanwhile we 
advise all nurses to “wait and see” what

THE WARD UNION HUNT. 
Fixtures Cancelled. 

The Committee of the Ward Union Hunt 
met yesterday, and decided to cance) all future 
hunt fixtures, in consequence of the subjoined 
requisition, signed by thirty-nine landholders 
and residents of the Ward Hunt district, which 
was served on the Honorary Secretary on Wed- 
nesday, the 26th inst. he resolution is a6 
follows :— 

“ Acting on directions from the Central Sinn 
Fein Executive, Dublin, duly endorsed by the 
County Meath Executive, calling on the Hunt 
Clubs throughout Ireland to discontinue hunting 
until the political prisoners are released, we, 
the landholders and residents of the Ward 
Union Hunt district, hereby warn you, and 
through you the members and supporters of 
your Hunt Committee, not to hunt or trespass 
on the lands now in our possession until said 
Sinn Fein prisoners are unconditionally 
released.” 


INTERFERENCE WITH: RACING 
DEPRECATED. 

The Mullingar Rural District Council’s resolu- 
tion calling for the stoppage of all sport in 
Ireland, especially hunting, pending the release 
of the political prisoners, which ' had been 
marked “‘Read’’ at the January meeting of 
the Westmeath County Council, was again 
brought up at the quarterly meeting of the 
Council in Mullingar yesterday by Mr. Giilivan 
C.D.C., who sail that it had n marked 
“ Read ” on the strength of a statement made 
in the Council Chamber that the prisoners had 
been released. } 

Mr. McNaboe seconded the adoption of the 
resolution, and, addressing Mr. A. E. Joyce, 
the County Surveyor (an old member of the 
Westmeath Hunt Club), said that he (Mr. 
Joyce) could do a good deal if he would sign, 
and get the Hunt Club to sign, a petition for 
the release of the prisoners. He said that 
prisoners had been released and were home, 
even from the centre of Germany. The war 
was over, and surely the Government were not 
afraid now of the unfortunate Irishmen whom 
they kept in prison. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw, J-.P., said that he: would 
not oppose the resolution if he believed the 
stoppage of sport would release the prisoners, 
but he thought’ that it was quite plain it 
would not secure that result: -It was a grave 
scandal to keep these men in prison without a 
charge being made and without trial, 
ths same time hunting and racing were 
portant industries. He moved an amend- 
ment: “ That the stoppage of or interference 
with racing be omitted from the resolution 
as it would be a serious loss to one of our 
most important industries if such stoppage or 
interference took place.” 

Mr. A. T. F. Briscoe, J.P., seconded, and the 
amendment was carried by 6 votes to 3. 


WEXFORD FARMERS’ PROTEST. 


While Sinn Fein Clubs in the County Wexford 

continue to call for the stoppage of hunting an 
influentially attended meeting of farmers in the 
. ' district, including 
some Sinn Feiners, signed a resolution, asking 
that the political prisoners be réleased, and 
called “ on all Irishmen, who have the interests 
of their country and the horse-breeding indus- 
try at heart, to allow hunting to continue.” The 
meeting expressed the opinion that the stoppage 
of the Wexford Hounds, whose kennels are in 
the district, would ‘mean the disemployment of 
practically all the hunt servants employed by 
Major W. L. Lakin, M.F.H., all of whom 
are in receipt of good wages. It was also 
pointed out that, as severa] thousands of 
are annually spent in connection with the club 
a great financial loss would accrue to the general 
public, while the horse-breeding industry would 
most certainly be detrimentally affected. 
_ About fifty farmers in the districtesigned the 
resolution and petition, and many others wrote 
expressing views in agreement with the decision 
of the meeting.

tour of inspection by motor of the territory 
upon which American troops first, threw their 
weight into the scale, and of that subsequently 
occupied by them under the armistice terms. 
The spontaneous outburst of rejoicing with 
which the signing of the armistice was hailed 
marked for most of us the belief that the war, 
with all the misery and sacrifice it entailed, 
was over. Memories of our pre-war freedom 
were to become actualities again in the near 


future. To some extent our anticipations have | 
been met by the relaxation of war time string- 
encies. But the visitor to Northern France 
finds a very different state of affairs, and only | 
by being brought into personal association with | 
the sufferings of France to-day can he under. | 
stand why French views at the Conference so | 
often show a tendency to diverge from the 
general drift. 

Barely an hour after leaving the Place de | 
Opera the car passes through the little village | 
of Claye, which marks the nearest point the 
German} outposts reached to the City of Paris 
itself in the advance of 1914. Very little 
further on begin the evidences of the titanic 
struggle, and these increase in number and 
magnitude as one goes further. 

A description of the territory of Northern 
France does not call for any great literary skill. 
As one passes through village after village the 
Same scenes of utter desolation are repeated 
interminably until the eye sickens at their piti- 
less monotony. One sees in the-distance what 
appears like a township of fairly substantial 
buildings. When one arrives one finds nothing 
bus a collection of empty shells, once inhabited 
by human beings. The town of Chateau-Thierry 
is the first point of interest. That part | 
of the town on the north side of the river 
was held by the Germans, and the other by 
the French. This town has suffered much less | 
than most, inasmuch as the bulk of its civil 
population is still able’ to find accommodation | 
among the ruins; but the German side has been 
pretty badly damaged. Through whole streets | 
of what @rere once prosperous shops one looks 
into gaping hollows—the walls partly standing, | 
everything else a formless mass of brickwork and 
tangled and rusted iron girders. Over many of the 
piles of wreckage, as if hurling defiance at the 
destroyer, are notices which run—‘‘ After —— 
October this business will be removed to 
street '—a process, one would imagine, that 
would involve little rearrangement of stock. 

But Chateau-Thierry is one of the more for- 
tunate places. On the second day of our 
journey, after a long afiernoon of such depress- 
ing monotony, our guides informed us that we 
would presently reach Verdun. A city of such 
importance, one instinctively felt, must have | 
been immune from the fate of lesser places, and 
one looked forward eagerly to the prospect of 
refreshment. Except for the large military gar- | 
rison in occupation at the fort, no signs of a 
population were to be seen. Destruction on an | 
inconceivable scale had taken place. Of the | 
thousands of houses and business establishments | 
of which Verdun was composed, only one build- | 
ing, our guide informed us, shows no sign of | 
damage. The majority of the rest are nothing | 
more than massive fragments of stone and | 
brick. The cathedral, into which we looked for | 
a moment, is so shaken that it is disintegrating 
as one looks at it, and falling fragments from 
the roof make it very dangerous to venture in- 
side. The central citadel itself shows little signs 
of damage. 

A great many of the little villages, which 
were inhabited by a peaceful, rustic community 
before the war, leave nothing by which they 
may be described. For example, what was the 
village of Malincoyrt, near “Verdun, is now 
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literally nothing more than a _ levelled 
covered with small stone frag- 
ments about the size of a walnut. Here 
and there are shell holes, or depressions, 
which marked wha once were cellars, but no 
other sign shows it! .t it was formerly the site of 
human dwelling places. 

But not alone the buildings trace the terrible 
path of the cataclysm. Every sign of peaceful 
occupation has vanished. The fields which once 
were thick with corn are now a network of shell 
holes, many large enough to conceal] a horse and 
cart. At Vigneuilles I noticed thousands of 
acres of what had been grape vines broken off 
level with the ground. Patches of trees and 
undergrowth were passed which had been killed 
by deadly poisonous gases or shot down by a 
deluge of high explosives. The famous Hill 304 
is marked with shell holes. Unexploded and 
still very dangerous projectiles, countless miles 
of rusty, tangled barbed wire, heaps of iron, 
notice boards, road barricades, jute.road screens, 
deserted German pill-boxes, dug-outs, and re- 
mains of light railways ail cumber the ground, 
and must be removed before life can begin 
again. Even the very cemeteries have suffered 
from the rain of high explosives, and gruesome 
remaing gape out at one from underneath 
broken tombstones. 

In ene place—the Crown Prince Rupprecht’s 
headquarters in the Argonne—there exists a 
whele underground city. Built into the earth 
are spacious, concrete-lined chambers, now de- 
seid of their original furniture, but still show- 
ing every sign of former luxury and ease. 
Electric light fittings are everywhere. Looking- 
glass frames, comfortable sittingrooms, open-air 
summer-houses overlooking the valley, capacious 
cellars for food storage—in fact, everything in 
the same substantial state to show the intention 
of a long and comfortable stay. Even a theatre, 
capable of holding, perhaps, 350 people, is in 
evidence. ! 

It was our privilege to enjoy for two nights 
the hospitality of our American hosts at a 
fine old romantic country residence, named 

ign Farm. 

gáis fine, large, rambling rooms had been 
stripped practically every piece of the original 
furniture. The chairs now in use were made 
by the German soldiery out of plain deal wood. 
Ite wonderful homely open fireplaces were evi- 
dently not understood by its former occupants, 
who eet up one of their typical kachelofen in 
its stead. The farm is now furnished ex- 
Clusively with trophies collected in the district. 
A German aeroplane, a camouflage tank, several 
machine guns, and pieces of artillery greet one 
on entering the front gate. The walls are 
covered with German notice boards, and inside 
there is a collection of German rifles, field 
apparatus, gas masks, and other interesting 
relics. 

Only one ‘place in Northern France in the 
region visited was vibrant with a normal 
activity. It was the town of Longwy, at the 
bottom of a valley between steep hills. It fur- 
nished the Germans with most of their iron 
supply during the war, and was left free from 
attack by the French because of the French 
population. But coming upon it so unexpectedly 
in the midst of such waste one realised more 
vividly than any words can convey what terrible 
and merciless suffering has been inflicted upon 
those unfortunate subjects of our great ally.

Mr. Moss, ox Liverpool, representing the Na- 
tional Industrial Council for the Seaw-milling In- 
dustry, urged that the housing problem should 
be placed in the forefront of industrial develop- 
ment, together with the subject of food “ pro- 
fiteering.”’ 

Mr. Henderson said that he regretted that the 
Industrial Conference had not been ¢alled before 
such serious conditions had arisen—conditions 
which would not be remedied before the existing 
grievances had been removed. He proposed the 
appointment of a joint committee, comprising 
dn equal number—thirty employers and workers 
—men and women—with a chairman to be ap- 
pointed by the chairman, to consider the ques- 
tions of wages, hours of labour, and other con- 
ditions—unemployment and its prevention, 
and the co-cperation of capital and labour, and 
to report to an adjourned conference. not later 
than April 5th. 

Mr. Stuart Bunning, Chairman of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the Trades Union Con- 
cress, seconded. He remarked that he was 
pleased that the Government were showing con- 
fidence in the workers, many of whom the Prime 
Minister recently denounced as Bolshevists and 
as preachers of red revolution and desolation. 


(Laughter.) 
THE PRIME MINISTER. 


Mr. Lloyd George, who had a good reception, 
caid that the discussion had been frank about 
the employers, the Government, the Chairman, 
and himself. (Laughter.) No doubt, it would 
do them good, as well as do good to those who 
had made the statentents. ‘here. had been 
statesmanship in the speeches-4a recognition of 
the difficulties, an earnest desire shown to.co- 
operate in order to overcome them. As to the 
unemployment grant, he could justify the action 
of the Government in that respect, but he would 
only remark that it must not be assumed that 
the Treasury had inexhaustible resources.

It was no use the 
State undertaking work in them in order to 
create work. That was the road to national 
bankruptey, and it would be folly for the State 
to undertake it.

The causes were partly temporary .and partly

MR. BONAR LAW.

M Ussichkin, representing the Jews of Russia. 
The next meeting will be held on Saturday, 
March Ist, at three p.m.

The fifteenth and sixteenth meetings of the 
Commission on International Labour Legislation 
took place to-day, under the presidency of Mr. 
Samuel Gompers. discussion of the con- 
ditions required to secure a modification of the 
constitution of the International Labour organi- 
sation, which it has been proposed to set up, 
was completed. The Commission then came to 
an agreement on the clauses in the British 
scheme, which lay down the qualifications neces- 
sary for the adhesion of a colony. to the Con- 
vention arrived at by the proposed Labour Con- 
ference. The particular case of the adhesion of 
a Federal State to the International Labour 
Convention was also examined. Provisional ar- 
rangements for the calling of the first meeting 
cf the proposed International Labour Conference 
were discussed, and it was decided that it should 
be held in October, 1919. The discussion on 
the constitution of the governing body of the 
International Labour Office was begun.
